SPECIAI, ORDER POR lOi o’cEOCK. 

The Senate took up the special order, be- 
ing the following hill, which wa.s ordered to 
a third rending at this hour, viz: 

An act allowing further time to the sher- 
iffs, and for the benefit of tax-payers. 

^ 1. lie it enacted by the Gena'al Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentveky, Tliat tlic 
sherilfs of this State who have not finished 
)«aying up their State revenue, shall have the 
further time until the first day of June ne.xt 
to fini.sh paying revenue into the Stale Treas- 
ury. without incurring the penalty of the 
law for tailing witldn the time now pre- 
scribed. 

^ Provitled that the slieritf who accepts 
the benefit ol this act shall be r<*quired to 
pay in and report monthly on oath to the 
State -Auditor, the amount of revenue that 
has been collected by him for cacli month : 
And provided firlhn' That any sheriftTailing 
to comply with this provision, shall not he 
entitled to the benefit of this act, nor until 
his securities have acknowledgcil their con- 
sent before their re.spectivc county clerks; 
Provided further, That the sherifVs availing 
ihcm.selves of this act, shall pay interest on 
the balance due from each, at tlie rate of six 
percent, per annum from the L5th of Janu- 
ary, 1S61, til! paid: Provided further. That 
such shcritis as have not paid into tlie Treas- 
ury at least thirty per cent, of the net 
amoutit of revenue of their respective coun- 
ties, shall not receive the lienelit of thi.s act 
until said thirty per cent., at least, shall have 
been paid. 

§ 3. That this act take effect from its 
{lassage. 

Mr. DEIIAA EX moved a reconsideration 
of the vote ordering the hill to a third read- 
ing: c.arried. 

Mr nKH.AVKX' ofVered an amendment 



in Mthsiancc providing, "that Ihn counties 
whose shcriffB have the benefit of this act 
shall not draw the school fund until their 
delinquent sheriffs pay up.” 

Mr. GLEXX offered an amendment to the 
amendment, ‘ that no .slieriff shall have the 
benefit of this act unless he files with the 
Auditor the receipt of Ihe school commission- 
er of hi.s county for the school fund collected 
by him in his county." 

Mr. ANDREWS moi"**! to refer Ihe bill 
and amendments to a select committee of 
Messrs. CTSSELL, GRUXDY, and JEN- 
KINS, to report a bill to-morrow, at 10 J 
o'clock, giving relief to the sherifls of those 
counties, by name, who are entitled to and 
need relief: negatived by yeas 11; nays, 23. 

Mr. GLENN then withdrew his amend- 
i ment. 

The vote was then taken on Mr DE- 
IIAVEN’S amendment, and it was rejected 
by yeas 13; nays, 20. 

Mr. FISK otiered an amendment requir- 
ing tlie sheriff' to “report, an<l pay in month- 
ly, tinder oath, all money collected to the 
Auditor, and that he ha.s used due dilligeiice 
ill collecting the revenue:" adopted. 

Mr. I’ENNEBAKER offered an amend- 
ment requiring sureties to have their consent 
to this act entered of record before the act 
takes effect ; adopted. 

Mr. FISK offered the following amend- 
ment : 

“ Nor shall any of the counties whose sher- 
ifls have failed to pay in the revenue due 
therefrom he entitled to any greater jiortion 
of the scliool fund timn the amount paid in 
shall hear to the amount duesaid county for 
school purposes:'' rejected — veas, 15; navs 
17. 

Mr. GROVERoffered the following amend- 
ment as a provi.so, in substance, “that 
each sheriff shall make and tile afidavit in 
writing, with tlie Auditor, that he lias not. 
since .(aniiary If), 1S61, used any of the 
money collected for the State, for his indi- 
vidual purposes" 

Mr. ANDREWS moved the previous ques- 
tion : ordered. 

Mr. GRUVER'.S amendment was then 
adopted — yeas, 18; nays, 1.5, 

The bill was tlieii passed by the following 
vote :

Mr, RIIE.A then otl’ered his resolution, 
that the Senate meet again at 3 o'clock this 
evening for the transaction of business. 

Mr. FISK moved to strike out 3 o'clock 
and insert 7 o'clock. He wished the comniit- 
tecs to meet tliis evening, and he ready to re- 
port the matters before them to-night to tlie 
Senate. 

The amendment was adopted, by yeas 18, 
nays 16.

Mr. McELROY — Judiciary — A bill to le- 
galize llie conveyance of lands made to R. 
S. C. Alexander, on Green river: passed. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The House then took up the resolutions of- 
fered by Mr. Harrison, requesting the Pres- 
ident to withdraw the federal forces from the 
seceding States, or from any Stale, upon the 
request of tho Governor thereof. 

Mr. -A BELL offered the following as a sub- 
stitute for said resolutions; 

liesolved. That whatever may be the con- 
flicting judgments of liie Federal or State 
authorities, as to the legal powers of force or 
coercion on the one side, or tlie right of re- 
sistance or self-defcii.se on the other side, 
both the Federal and .State authorities should 
carefully abstain from all action tending to 
further irritation or discord: that the existing 
status of possession, and all contested rights 
of property or jurisdiction, shall not he in- 
vaded during the pendency of efforts for re- 
conciliation ; and if, unhappily, all hope of 
the restoration of thcTTnion shall be blasted, 
we solemnly protect azainst anv conqmlsorv 



action by the Federal autliordie.s, against 
the |>coplc or authorities of the Statc.s, which 
have or may di.ssolve their union in the Con- 
federacy, .and recommend a fair and just par- 
litiou of the common property of the L'nit- 
cd State”, as well as the cultivation of the 
most amicable relations with such States. 

Resolved, That co|iies of the Ifiregoing res- 
olutions be forwarded by the Governor of 
Kentucky to the President of the Unitcil 
States, and to the Governors of each of the 
States. 

Mr. GAITHER moved to amend the orig- 
inal resolution by inserting “auy such seced- 
ing States;" adopted. 

Mr. CH. AMBERS offered the following 
amendment to Mr. HARRISON’S reso- 
lutions, which was adopted, viz ; 

Resolved, That should the Pre.sident refuse 
to comply with the request hereby made, it 
is the judgment of Kentucky that both the 
Federal and State authorities should care- 
fully abstain from any act tending to a col- 
lision of arms ; and that the present status 
of possession should not he interfered with 
by either parly. 

Mr. FINN offered tlie following as an 
amendnient to Mr. CHAMBER, S' amend- 
ment, viz : 

If any such State shall, by coercion, at- 
tempt to force from the possession of tlie F'ed- 
eral Government any property now in the 
jiossession of said (ioveriiuiciit, such act of 
coercion w ill meet the disapprobation of this 
.State. 

Mr. HODGE moved to make the resolu- 
tions and amendments the .special order for 
10} o’clock to-morrow: rejected — ye-as, 45; 
nays, 50. 

Jlr. BURBRIDGE moved to lay the reso- 
lutions and ainendments on the table: re- 
jected — yeas, 44; nays, 50. 

Mr. L.ANNOM moved the previous ques- 
tion : withdrawn. 

Before any vote was taken, the SPE.AKER 
announced the

The amendments proposed by the bill of 
Mr. Mnchen to the military law which was 
smuggled through the last Legislature after 
most of the members had gone home, are all 
that is needed to make that law perfectly 
despicable and tyrannical. By its provis- 
ions the Inspector General would have more 
despotic power over the citizens of Kentucky 
than is claimed by any of the crowned ty- 
rants of the ohl world. By the construction 
which the present Inspector General puts 
uiion the military law supposed to have 
pas.sed at the last session, an officer or a sold- 
ier of the Governor’s Guard cannot change 
Ills breeches without first getting the consent 
of the Inspector (ieneral. The whole thing 
is an atrocious humbug. It is anti-republi- 
can, and should be repealed by the present 
Legislature. It deprives a citizen soldier of 
his liberty; nay, his manhood, and reduces 
him to a point many degrees below a Russian 
serf. It is not adapted to onr free institu- 
tions, and the people ot this age and of this 
State are not adapted to the despotic edicts 
of “ fuss anil feathers." 

We trust that the Legislature will repeal 
the law as it now stands, and give ns a ra- 
tional one in its stead.

As a matter for future reference we pub- 
lish below the repqrt of the select commit- 
tee on Federal Relations, and the action 
thereon by the Senate: 

SPTOtAL ORDER FOR 1 01 o’ci.OCK. 

Mr. FISK, from the select commiltee, to 
whom was referred the various reports from 
the committee on F’ederal Relations, reported 
the following resolutions as their unanimous 
opinion, viz : 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the people 
of Kentucky view, with the most lively ap- 
preheilsiou, the dangers that now environ 
theL’nion and threaten its perpetuity. 

Resolved, That we appeal to our southern 
brethren to stay the work of secession — to re- 
turn and make one mighty effort to perpetu- 
ate the noble work of our forefathers, hal- 
lowed by the recollections of a thousand no- 
ble deeds. 

Resolved, That we protest against the use 
of force or coercion by the General Govern- 
ment against the seceding States, as unwise 
and inexpedient, and tending to the destruc- 
tion of our common country. 

Resolved, That as this General Assemblv 
lias made an application to Congress to call 
a National Convention to amend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and requested 
the Legislatures of all the other States to 
make similar applications, and has appoint- 
ed Commissioners to meet those which liave 
been appointed by the State of Virginia, 
and such as may be appointed 'by other 
States, at a designated time and place, to 
consider, and if practicable, agree upon 
some suitable adjustment of the present un- 
happy controversy, it is unnecessary and in- 
expedient for this Legislature to take any 
further action on this subject at the present 
time, and a.s an evidence of theT»incerity 
and good faith of our propositions for an ad- 
justment, and our expre.-ision of devotion to 
the Union, and desire for its preservation, 
Kentucky awaits with deep solicitude the re- 
sponses Irom her sister States. 

Resolved, That this General Assembly 
will, when it adjonrn.s on the 4th day of 
February next, at 12 o’clock, M., it will ad- 
journ to meet again at this place on the 4lh 
Wednesday in April next, to take into con- 
sideration the re.ojionscs of onr sister .States, 
and the then condition of the nation, and to 
adopt such measures as may be proper, and 
the interests of Kentuckv niav require.
